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SELF-DISCIPLINE 
Norman Thomas, Socialist candidate for 
President, believes it is “fantastic” to assume 
that the United States could resist Fascism 
in tim e of war. A policy of “hemispheric 
defense” on our part, he says, would lead 
us to a policy of imperialism. 
• Such arguments have great weight with 
many peace-loving Americans, but are they 
sound? In time of Mood, earthquake, hurri* I 
cane or fire, the citizens of this free country 
have again and again applied martial law in I 
order to maintain order and organize defense 
against the terrible consequences of such 
disasters. When the job was done the sol­ 
diers went back to their routine duties, the 
civil government resumed functioning, and * 
no shred of democracy was lost. 
The difference between authority so im- 
posed and that of totalitarianism is that tile 
former is self-discipline, the latter is slavery. 
The former us applied for the common good, 
the latter for the increased power of the 
ruling clique. The former is imposed by the 
representatives of the people for a temj)orary 
need. It is removed by them when the need 
is ended. 
There is no reason w hy these things should 
not be true if it becomes necessary for the 
United States to discipline itself by military 
training and military service to fight the 
plague that has overwhelmed Europe and : 
threatens the rest of the world. The point is 
to know what we are doing and why. We can 
then endure drastic measures, as long as 
necessary, for the sake of human rights and 
dem ocracy. 


MORK CAR IMPROVEMENT 
The low, rakish type of automobile that 
sounds so good in fiction and looks so snappy 
in front of the country club, isn’t really the 
last word in automotive designing. Address­ 
ing a meeting of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers the other day, an authority in this 
field urged a change in design which would 
provide better vision, greater road clearance, 
better ventilation by the pressure method to 
assure 
freedom 
from 
carbon 
monoxide, 
faster steering, and more adjustable seats. 
These changes were recommended, he said, 
on the basis of road tests of many types of 
cars and on cooperative work with enforce­ 
ment and safety organizations in New Eng­ 
land. 
It was recognized that some of the fea­ 
tures urged characteristic of cars a dozen 
years ago. What the designer w'ants is not 
complete return to the past but the “incor­ 
poration of the good features of the past de­ 
signs with the good features now enjoyed in 
the most modern cars.” When this is done, 
we ll really have something!

HOME PLAYGROUNDS 
Civic organizations in Tacoma, Wash., arr 
advocating ‘'backyard playgrounds" as part 
i 
of a safety movement. Says Dr. C. O. Wal­ 
ters, president of the Lincoln Citizens’ Club 
which is pushing the idea there: 
“We plan a concerted campaign to get i 
Tacom ans to put slides, sand boxes, swings i 
and exercise bars in their backyards to keep 1 
youngsters off the streets.” 
This seem s to recognize the fact that chil- * 
ciren in good residence neighborhoods need 
to be kept off the streets by special means 
as much as children in crowded sections. 
Public parks and playgrounds have long been 
urged not only as health and recreation cen­ 
ters for children lacking play space around 
their own homes, but as aids to crime pre­ 
vention and safety promotion. 
There are many families in most big cities, 
and sm aller ones as well, who cannot afford 
elaborate play equipment for their young­ 
sters. if they have to provide it alone. No 
doubt neighbors could cooperate in such a 
plan, however, with half a dozen families 
buying a jingle gym, putting up tents, and 
so on. It would be a fine manual training 
project for a few husky boys, whether Scouts 
or not, to build sand boxes and slides and 
strong swings. 
Such equipment could be 
distributed effectively through a number of 
small yards on a street, with excellent re­ 
sults in children's safety and parents’ peace 
of mind.

YOUTH AND JOBS 
The National Youth Administration has 
made it possible for many young people to 
continue their education while earning som e­ 
thing toward it. It is now expanding its pro­ 
gram , wherever suitable, to include training 
youth for industrial jobs. 
In a community where the need for skilled 
workers is great, tile NYA is now setting up 
a new industrial training center. A com­ 
m ittee representing the personnel managers 
of local industrial plants will advise on the 
types of equipment to he used, the special 
types of training to bo given, the length of 
training schedules and the methods of select­ 
ing applicants. The qualifications of the in­ 
structors will he carefully considered, too. 
The state administrator in that area hopes 
the center may be operated on a 24-hour-a- 
day basis.

A patient visited his physician complaining of 
pain on inner side of hi* right knee joint. The phy - 
Mcian strapped up the knee and explained that he 
must have given hit knee a strain or twist. The 
patient returned a week later and reported that 
the knee was still painful The physician had him 
lake off his -.hoes and found that the right foot was 
quite flat. This caused the weight of the body to 
rest upon inner side of the knee As the patient was 
approaching 70 years of age and his work kent 
him standing a number of Fours a day. a plaster 
cast was made of hts foot and an arch support made 
therefrom was placed in his shoe. The pain disan- 
peared and did not return. 
The fact that the entire weight of the body 
rests upon the knee joints is forgotten by most of 
us and if the weight is not distributed properly, 
painful knees may result. If this wrong distribution 
of weight continues for some time. an inflammation 
of the lining of the knee joint may occur, causing 
pain, swelling and thickening of the tissues around 
the joint. Careful bending of the joint will cause a 
grating noise. Later the knee joint becomes mis­ 
shapen as the thickening of the tissues increases. 
As a strain or sprain may also cause pain and 
thickening, Dr. William H. Irish. New York city, in 
Archives of Physiotherapy, point! out the differ­ 
ences between the knee symptoms caused by flat 
or distorted faet and symptoms due to sprain. 
In acute or recent sprain there is the history of

Mail Who Haft Never Paid 
Federal Income Levy, 
Now Is Due to Ante 


W ashington, June 24 i.?*'—Mr. 
Citizen, who has a wife and one 
small child ami earns $3,000 a 
year, figured today that he would 
nearly have to double his federal 
tax payments so that Uncle Sam 
could buy airplanes and other de­ 
fense equipment. 
Congress has tacked on an extra 
IO per cent here and there, w ith a 
few variations, but when Mr. C iti­ 
zen got out his pencil he found it 
added up unexpectedly. He calcu­ 
lated that his annual federal tax 
bill had been boosted from $27 to 
$49.70. This is the way he reached 
that figure: 
He has never paid federal in­ 
come tax heretofore, but since 
Congress cut the exemption for a 
married man from $2,500 to $2,000 
and added a IO per cent super-tax 
to form er tax schedules, he calcu­ 
lates he ll have to pay $13.20 next 
March. 
The citizens go to a neighbor­ 
hood theatre and pay 35 cents 
apiece, except for the child, who 
gets in free. Under the old 40-cent 
exemption to the admissions tax. 
there were no extras for the treas­ 
ury, but now all admissions over 
20 cents will be taxed at roughly 
IO per cent, and the citizens will 
pay about $4 tax in the next year 
on their weekly cinema.

To me the saddest

There are times during the 
year when I have a considerable 
am ount on my 
mind.

quently I have to solve the prob­ 
lem alone. When I feel the press­ 
ure of 
them 
the most, I always 
come over to the school and min­ 
gle w ith the children. 
It is not 
w h at they say to me. 
It is the 
innocence and the joyousness and 
the happiness that radiate from 
every part 
of their 
beings that 
tak es hold of me and buoys me up. 
It m akes me feel that it is a pret­ 
ty good world after all when God 
created so 
much 
innocence and 
happiness. 
It just simply makes 
me forget for the time Wing that 
I have any problems at all on my 
mind. 
I t’s 
no wonder, for God 
H im self blessed the children and 
said. "L et them come to me for of 
such is the Kingdom of Heaven." 
W hen I have been with them a lit­ 
tle while I feel that I have im­ 
bibed som ething of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, and I go back to the 
rectory w ith the Kingdom of God 
in m y heart, and all those prob­ 
lem s seem to melt in the sunlight 
of God s heaven. 
T here is another reason why I 
h ate to see them go home in June. 
You cannot look at the school chil­ 
dren w ithout seeing the innocence,

bodily danger that might come to 
them . There are those who would 
rob them of that innocence with­ 
out any qualms of conscience. 
It 
is the duty of 
parents to stand 
between their children and danger 
and safeguard them from the hit­ 
te r tears which m ight corno as a 
result of serious sin. 
And to these children who are 
graduating today, I would like to 
rem ind them 
that

and leaving it forever

not graduating from me.

still your pastor.

you boys to immediately join the

A nib­ 
lick m ay increase this to IO,OM 
revolutions.
